That the law. be amended jn some 
way so as to recognize distinction be- 
tween matter whieh appeared aa news 
matter and that which appeared as 
editorial in the columns of a fhews- 
paner, 

That some reasonable facilitv. in 
getting security’ for costs be provided. 

That where full retraction is made 
seid retraction shall be taken as 4 
inll defence, unless the plaintiff can 
ehow actual damages or real malice 

That the jury be empowered to 
bring in a verdict awarding damages. 
if such be proved, but which seed 
not carry coats. 

It being impossible to yerify the 
news of the day, ns supplied to pap- 
ers by wire, or by one of-the news 
agencies, that such news matter, pur- 
porting to give intelligenee from other 
narts of the provinee other than that 
in which the paper is published and 
mainly cireulates,.and which is elaim- 
ed to be libellous. shall be a sufficient 
reparation for alleged injury cleimed 
to have been done by the publication 
of the matter by the paper complained 
againet,

London, Feb. 12--Althongh trade union 
tihempley ment is Worse Uhis winter than 
it hos been for seventeen years, there ‘s 
little “un loved agitation,” writes H. 
Hamilton Pyfe in the Daily Mail. 

The figures published recently showed 
that over # per cent. of the members of 
the principal trade unions are out of 
work, a total of nearly 76,000 first-class 
skilled tradesmen. Vor every one of 
these there are, at the lowest computa- 
tien, two or three unskilled laborers, ac- 
customed to regular work, out of em- 
ployment. In addition, the irregular ea- 
suale—the men who only get work in 
good times--are suffering badly. And be- 
hind them comes the large army of loaf- 
ers, tramps, hangers-on, cadgers, and un 
employables, who show an alarming ‘n- 
crease in numbers year by year. 

All Agitation Fails. 

Yet all the efforts made to get up an 
unemployed agitation have — signally 
failed. There’ are “processions” here 
and there, but a single glance at the 
derelicts who compose them is enough 
to convince any observer that these are 
not the genuine unemployed. Nearly all 
are hopeless. wrecks, brought low it may 
he hy ¢heir own fault—drink, laziness, 
(he insane passion for betting; or it may 
he hy their wreehed conditions of life, 
semi-starvation from infanev, casual em- 
ployment,lack of all the influences which 
huild up sound character, 

It is not for want of stirring up that 
the genuine unemployed, have remained 
inactive. When T went the round of the 
big principal cities in October [ found 
everywhere energetic campaigns being 
planned and in many places already in 
progress, It looked ns if we were in for 


Vancouver, Feb. 12—At the north end 
of Vancouver Island there are two large 
inlets on opposite sides, leaving only a 
narrow neck of land between, On the 
east side, in sheltered waters, ic Hardy 
Bay, and on the weet, facing the Pa- 
cific, ie, Quatsino Harbor.

Reduce G.T.P. Advantage. 

By the establishing of a terminus, or 
rather a commercial port, at Hardy Bay, 
the Canadian Pacific at once reduces the 
advantage the Grand Trunk has ob- 
tained by half, or perhaps better.

President-elect Returns With Cheering 
News About the Big Ditch. 


New York, Feb. 11,—Presicdent-elect 
Taft landed here this morning from 
Panama and was enthusiastically re-

he is to be until Saturday morning 


Mr. Taft made a brief speech this 
afternoon in which he heartily approv- 
ed the present lock type of canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama, He

Saturday morning the 
president-elect will go to Cincinnati, 
when, on Monday he will leave I 


Washington, returning again to Cin- 
cinnati Wednesday 

The first news of the constitutional

That the Western Can- 
ada baseball league will be furmed isan 
assnred fact, for on his trip several 
elabs were got into line and others are 
anzious to make up the circuit. 


The baseball magnate went as far weat 
as Calgary, and is inc ‘dentally looking 
48 well as ever and capable of holding 
down his official duties at the Granite as 
umpire during the ‘spiel. Mr. Lamb 
first found his way to the Wheat City 
where the hungry fans were anviously 
awaiting the fast approaching season and 
realy to go ahead with the new league, 
and where eight of last year’s playérs 
aro on hand, : 

Lining Up Alberta Cities. 

On arrival at Medicine Hat the Win 
nipeg man found that J. Meming had 
already made a canvass, figuring on 
forming up the eld western league. 
Voicing his plans. however, Mr. Flem- 
ing was all attention and called a meet 
ing in the Hat which was largely attend- 
ed and it was then and there desided to 
ret into line, Flushed with success Leth- 
bridge was wired, as also was Edmonton. 
asking them to send delegates to Ca! 
gary for the meeting held last Saturday 

On his arvival at Calgary Mr. “amb 
talked with many of the business men of 
the city, and only for the fact that it 
wos a Saturday night and the support- 
ers of the city of the foothills were at 
work, the stores being opened, he would 
have closed the deal then and there. On 
that evening they were unable to defin- 
itly state they would go into the league, 
thereby adjourning until Monday. On 
the Monday some of the Calgary fans 
got busy and Mr, Lamb returned know 
ing that the Alberta city wanted the 
game, and that they were prepared to 
pot up the money to carry on the team. 
“T found,” he said, “that the only dif

According to reports the only trouble 
in Calgary two years ago when the league 
there was not a success was the absence 
of an efficient manager. Mr : 
they have a city which will patronize 
the game if they get a reasonably good 
team. A mew manager has already been 
secured whose names is at present with- 
held, who is a first-class ball player and 
thoroughly knows the game from start to 
finish. Calgary will therefore be able to 
put a. team in the league which will 
keop the other cities hustling. 

Mr, Lamb said he would have liked to 
stop over in Mocse Jaw, Regina and Sas- 
kateon in order to get the two other 
teams required to complete the circuit, 
but owing to the bonspiel in Winnipeg 
he found it advisable to postpone the 
trip to the other cities until after the 
festivities here. Mr. Lamb will go to 
those cities next week and talk over 
plane, 

League Meeting at Regina. 

S meeting of the league is called to be 
held in Regina on Monday, Feb. 22, at 
which the secretary hopes all the cities 
will be represented and ‘that plans will 
he completed and officers elected for the 
first season. Then the Western Canada 
leaue will be a going concern, 

“TL was completely taken back at the 
growth of the western cities since my 
last trip,” he continued, “and it shows 
how fast the west is developing.” T feel 
that after the league has got going we 
will have one of the best ninor leagues 
on the American continent, and not only 
that but an all Canadian one. Continu-. 
ing Mr. Lamb said that the money spent 
on the game will remain in the Domin- 
ion, instead of going ucross the berder.
